Rev. F. G. Gotwald Dies 
In Harrisburg Dur­ 
ing Tournament 
Thursday. 


Suffering a heart attack while en­ 
gaged in a chess tournament in Har­ 
risburg. the Rev. Dr. Frederick G. 
Gotwald. of York, a former student 
at Gettysburg College, 
and 
well­ 
known in Lutheran church circles here 
and elsewhere, died suddenly at IO 
o clock, Thursday evening. 
He was 
aged 58 years, and was a member of 
the class of 1888 at Gettysburg Col­ 
lege. 
Doctor Gotwald suffered the attack 
while playing as a member of the 
York chess team. 
He fell forward 
upon the board and Dr. Roland Jes- 
sop, another member of the 
York 
team, went to his aid, hut found him 
dead. 
When the chess team arrived 
in j 
Harrisburg yesterday, Rev. Dr. Got- I 
wald complained that he 
was 
not 
j 
feeling well. 
Immediately preceding 
the game, he left the room for fresh I 
air. 
He returned and play 
began 
only to be broken up by his death. 
Ordained In 189! 
Rev. Dr. Gotwald was a graduate | 
of the York County 
Academy, the 
York Collegiate Institute and of Wit- 
tenburg 
College and Seminary, 
at 
Springfield, Ohio. 
He was ordained i 
rn the Ohio eity in 1891 and received 
his first charge in that city. 
He re- I 
mained there several years and then 
returned to his native city. 
Rev. Dr. Gotwald has always been 
active in ministerial circles. 
During 1 
the thirty-four years of his service . 
he had held many high positions in 
both local and 
national 
Lutheran 
capacities. 
Up until the time of ais 
death Dr. Gotwald was executive sec- j 
retary of the boart! of education of 
the United Lutheran church of Amer­ 
ica. 
Besides this he was instrumen­ 
tal in founding the Trinity Lutheran 
church, York, the Augsburg Lutheran i 
church and the Chapel of the Advent, ! 
York. 
He was a member of the 
Lutheran board of missionaries and 
the York Fmgineering Society. 
Born In St. Paul Parsonage 
The deceased was a son of the late 
Rev. and Mrs. L. A. Gotwald, who 
resided in York throughout their en­ 
tire lives. 
The elder minister was 
pastor of St. Paul’s Lutheran church 
and it was in the parsonage of that 
church 
that the late Rev. Gotwald 
was born. 
Dr. Gotwald leaves, 
besides 
his 
widow, Mrs. Julia A. Small Gotwald, 
two sons, Rev. Dr. Luther Gotwald, 
a missionary to India, and David FL 
S. Gotwald, at home; 
a 
daughter, 
Mary Fulton Small Gotwald, a stu­ 
dent at the Elmira College for Wom­ 
en, at Elmira, New York; two sisters, 
Mrs. H. C. Pontius, Canton, Ohio, and
